St. Louis, J uly 8 .—With the adoption 
of a platform of principles upon which 
the party will stand during the coming 
campaign the Democratic national con­ 
vention today cleared the decks for the 
great event of the week, the nomina­ 
tion of standard bearers for the pend­ 
ing political fray. 
With the clearing 
of the atmosphere by the vote taken 
late yesterday afternoon on the report 
o f the committee on credentials, which 
was the first test of strength of the

universally conceded, but one ballot 
probably being sufficient to accom­ 
plish this resTilt.

The result of the vote for running 
mate is clouded in speculation and 
there are as many predictions as there 
are “ favorite so ns” before the conven­ 
tion. and these are not few in number. 
Though the great Coliseum has been 
crowded beyond all former precedents 
during the past two days, the demand 
for tickets of admission today was 
simply overwhelming and the conven­ 
tion hall is packed almost literally to 
a point of suffocation. 
The discomfort 
due to the heat and the faulty ventila­ 
tion has resulted in several prostra­ 
tions, some of which may have a seri 
ous outcome. 


a counter great demonstration for the 
New Yorker, so that the favorite can­ 
didate for the nomination for presi­ 
dent finally reaped the harvest of en­ 
thusiasm sown for Mr. Bryan. 
The inconsistencies of a great un­ 
organized body, such as is formed by 
the spectators, delegates and alter­ 
nates making up a great political con­ 
vention was aptly illustrated In this 
gathering. 
Thousands 
of 
throats 
cheered Bryan as lustily as they did 
when he was chosen eight years ago 
as the Democratic candidate for presi­ 
dent. 
The great tumult to the initiat­ 
ed would have bepn proof positive that 
the Nebraskan, more than ever, was 
the hero of his party. And yet, when a 
banner bearing the inscription “ Geor­ 
gia’s Parker Delegation” was taken to 
the platform and held aloft where all 
could see, the applause was directed 
that way. 
Without pausing in their 
enthusiasm the great throng of men 
and women shouting the name of Bry­ 
an switched to Parker as if their only 
ambition Was to cheer and make a 
great noise. 
The morning sessio n of the conven­ 
tion was without material interest ex­ 
cept for the dissensione caused by ob­ 
jection to that part of the report from 
the committee on rules which provides 
for the seating of the delegates sent 
by insula ^po ssessio ns. 
Several delega tes discussed the re­ 
port and roll-call was asked for, but 
the report was adopted finally without 
resorting to that method of determin­ 
ing the action of the convention. 
It 
remained for the afternoon session to 
create that degree of 
strife which 
makes conventions interesting to the 
masses. 
This was the co ntest relat­ 
ing to the Illinois delegation. 
It was 
known that Mr. Bryan would take 
an active part in the matter at odds 
believed to be overwhelmingly against 
him. 
The galleries and other space in 
the hall allotted to spectators showed 
how great a drawing card he Is. 
Prac 
tically every seat was occupied and 
the a isles were crowded. 
On the plat­ 
form sat distinguished guests in great­ 
er number than at any previous ses­ 
sion. 
The increased attendance to a 
great extent was because of the fact 
that Mr. Bryan was slated to speak 
on a 
and spirited debate. 
When Mr. Bryan entered the con­ 
vention hall at about the hour the con­ 
vention was to be oalled to order the 
first sound of applause in the vicinity 
of the Nebraska delegation drew every 
gaze in that direction. 
As if to make 
up for the tardy welcome extended to 
Mr. Bryan on Wednesday, a great num­ 
ber opened the cheering simultaneous­ 
ly from the center galleries. 
That 
there should be no misunderstanding 
In regard to who was th* o bject of the 
ovation, 
the 
Nebraska 
delegates 
wrenched from the floor the standard 
marking their location in the hall and 
waved the banner high above all oth­ 
ers. That was a signal for Mr. Bryan’s 
following to congregate about their 
leader. 
Adopting the Nebraska dele­ 
gation’s 
example, 
other anti-Parker 
sta tes tore loose their standards and 
rallied about Mr. Bryan. 
For a short time some ^degree of or­ 
ganization was maintained among the 
majority of delegates, but the sight 
of great human walls, forming the gai- 


ble. 
The applause was general, com­ 
ing from delegates, from the galleries 
and

While the delegations

were different in some instances from 
those which led the Bryan reception,

Other delegations followed 
suit and soon the standards of Arkan­ 
sas, Pennsylvania, Indiana, New J er­ 
sey, Alabama and others which could 
be removed from the floor were up­ 
lifted over the platiorm.

Parker rally a few minutes before had 
been a part of the Bryan demonstra­ 
tion.

While it is admitted that, u n­ 
der certain 
circu mstances, 
Indiana 
might be in the dou btfu l colu mn, or 
might ev en flop to the Democratic 
ranks, it is confidently p redicted by 
men like Gov ernor Du rbin, Congress­ 
man Ov erstreet, “Big Chief' Joe Keal- 
lag and dozens of others who keep in 
tou ch with state affairs, that there is 
only the remotest chance of the de­ 
v elop ing of su ch fav orable conditions. 
A p rominent Democrat, editor of one 
of the leading Democratic p ap ers in 
the northern p art of the state, said 
today: 
“Only the interp osition of 
Prov idence can defeat the Rep u blican 
ticket, both national and state, next 
fall, bu t of cou rse I can't say that to 
my readers.

rou tes on bicycles. The wheel3 of the 
bicycles will be of a standard size, and 
each wheel will be equ ip p ed with a 
first-class 
cyclometer. 
The 
order 
states that the p ay of ru ral carriers 
will be p rop ortioned according to the 
nu mber of miles cov ered by the rou tes, 
regardless of the nu mber of p ersons 
serv ed. 
The p ay for these carriers 
will v ary from the maximu m of $ 720 
p er year to $ 432, the low limit. Until 
the rou tes hav e been measu red no 
statement will be issu ed as to the sal­ 
aries for the rou tes.

Chefoo ,Ju ly 8.—Chinese who ar­ 
riv ed here last night from Port Arthu r 
say the Jap anese forces hav e formed 
a comp lete cordon arou nd the land 
side of the town and that they are oc­ 
cu p ying all the commanding.* hills 
within a radiu s of sev en miles of the 
fortifications. 


Tokio, Ju ly 8.—Op erations of a p ar­ 
amou nt imp ortance are going on with­ 
in the war zone, bu t the gov ernment 
su cceeds in v eiling them in almost 
absolu te secrecy. 
Since the occu p a­ 
tion of Dalny the gov ernment officials 
hav e been silent concerning conditions 
at Port Arthu r. 
It is generally be­ 
liev ed, howev er, that the Jap anese 
army and nav y are daily tightening 
their relentless grip on the besieged 
city, and that a final assau lt followed 
by the fall of the fortress is now only 
a matter of weeks. 
It is known that 
engagements of v arying imp ortance 
are constantly occu rring on the hills 
su rrou nding the city. 
The fleet of 
Admiral Togo is in motion day and 
night and is frequ ently engaged, bu t 
the forces and nu mber of gu ns of the 
besiegers, as well as their p ositions, 
details of p ast op erations and fu tu re 
p lans are secrets which p robably will 
not be rev ealed u ntil the final and de­ 
cisiv e action. 
Fragmentary Information from v ail- 
ou s sou rces esp ecially Chinese roaches 
Jap an, hu t its p u blication here or sooi- 
Ing it abroad is forbidden u nder se­ 
v ere p enalty. To the Jap anese p eop le 
it is like the enactment of a great 
tragedy in a thronged theater u p on 
which the ou rtain nev er is lifted. 
Mu ch concerning the siege of Port 
Arthu r cou ld be p u blished with inju ry 
to the Jap anese cau se, bu t the general 
staff resolv ed to av oid aiding St. Pe­ 
tersbu rg or General Ku rop atkin with 
a single shred of information and has 
p laced an absolu te embargo on the 
transmission of all news. 
Geograp hi­ 
cal and local conditions, both in Jap an 
and at the seat of war, make it p ossi­ 
ble to enforce this embargo with al­ 
most comp lete effect. 
The cu rtain 
down ov er the theater of war, will; 
howev er, soon be raised, and it is con­ 
fidently exp eoted that the lifting will 
rev eal the Jap anese to be in p osses­ 
sion of sp lendid strategic adv antages 
with men and gu ns enou gh to carry 
the camp aign to a su ccessfu l conclu ­ 
sion. 


AWAITING DETAILS 


St. Petersb urg News Confined to Mea­ 


g er Official Rep orts. 
St. Petersbu rg, Ju ly 8.—The admir­ 
alty ia awaiting fu rther details of the 
u nsu ccessfu l attemp t of the Jap anese 
torp edo boat destroyers to enter Port 
Arthu r. 
The admiralty does not con­ 
firm 
Admiral Togo’s rep ort of the 
sinking of a Ru ssian gu ardship ou tside 
Port Arthu r Ju ne 27. 
The officials 
p oint ou t that if the rep ort is tru e it 
wou ld hav e been mentioned in the dis­ 
p atches brou ght to New Chwang re­ 
cently by the Ru ssian torp edo boat de- 
sroyer Lieu tenant Bu ru koff, which left 
Port Arthu r the day after the alleged 
sinking of the gu ardship . 
Emp eror Nicholas has receiv ed the 
following disp atch from General Ku ­ 
rop atkin u nder date of Ju ly 5: 
“Rifle 
firing between p atrols took p lace Ju ly 
4 on the ou tskirts of Vafangow, nine 
miles sou theast of Senu chon and in 
the neighborhood of Potaitza. 
The 
Jap anese p atrols retired to the sou th­ 
ward. 
We had only fou r wou nded. 
“In the ou tskirts of Siabenu m on 
Halo heights, twelv e miles sou th of 
Sladiama, a Ru ssian p atrol lost two 
Coesacks killed and two wou nded 
Nine horses were disabled. 
“A reconnoissance to the sou thward 
showed that there was an adv ance 
gu ard of 1,000 of the enemy in the ou t­ 
skirts of Yan Shau fen, six and a half 
miles sou theast of Tchaima, and that 
there was a battalion and twelv e gu ns 
and one squ adron of cav alry at Dlat- 
tallntza. 
“More considerable forces are con­ 
centrated at Wao Fu san. 
According 
to Chinese accou nts these were landed 
at Datchju angkhe, thirty-sev en miles 
sou thwest of Taku shan. 
“A Cossack p atrol on Ju ly 4 p u shed 
forward to Palamatezza, fiv e and a 
half miles northeast of Yamalintzza, 
where considerable forces of the en­ 
emy were discov ered. 
Lieu tenant General Sakharoff in a 
lengthy rep ort to the general staff 
dated Ju ly 6, cov ers mu ch the same 
grou nd as the rep ort from General 
Ku rop atkin. 
General Sakharoff giv es 
details of a nu mber of other minor en­ 
gagements in which 
the 
Ru ssians 
drov e back the Jap anese ou tp osts and 
cap tu red 
p atrols, bu t he mentions 
nothing in the natu re of a considerable 
engagement or of seriou s losses on 
either aide.

No ble to wnship, Rush co unty , Indi­ 
ana, J anuary 22, 18 7 4, and died in In­ 
dianapo lis, May 22, 19 04. 
He was the o ldest so n o f Mr. and 
Mrs. Luther B. Do wney , who reside 
at No . 7 02 Sex to n street, Rushv ille. 
Fro m bo y ho o d his desire was to 
study electric engineering and at the 
« age o f twenty he w*ent to Indianap­ 
o lis to prepare him self fo r his cho sen 
wo rk. 
He was married to Miss M y rtle A. 
Klapp, o f that city , in May , 18 9 8 . 
In his business life, his energy and 
persev erance, to gether w ith the clo s­ 
est applicatio n to study and the co n­ 
scientio us 
perfo rmance 
o f 
duty , 
bro ught him the co nfidence and es­ 
teem o f emplo y ers and the success 
which he deserv ed. 
At the time o f hie death, he was 
chief engineer in the Gas Pumping 
statio n at Sumrnitsv ille, Ind., which 
po sitio n he had held three y ears. 
When
